The German destroyer G-196 was 
completed in 1911. The vessel dis- 
placed 689 tons and was capable of 
traveling at a speed of more than 
$2 knots an hour. She was fitted 
with two 24-pounders and three tor- 
pedo tubes. Her complement in 
normal times was 73 officers and 


men. 

Another statement issued by the 
Admiralty last evening says: 

“The Vice-Admiral commanding in 
the eastern Mediterranean reports 
that one of the British submarines 
operating in the Sea of Marmora has 
torpedoed a large steamer of three 
thousand tons off the Mudania pier, 
which had several vessels secured 
alongside.

had carried forward, and began to 
play upon what was left of the de 
fenders with fire projectors. 

The fire projector is carrted strap- 
ped to the back exactly as ix a fire- 
extinguisher, and apparently contains 
some inflammable oil, under pressure, 
which when the cock is openssl pro- 
jects a long, flaming jet. 


PRISONERS SOUGHT DEATH. 





Thirty Brttish Prisoners in Germany 
Maude Desperate by Hunger. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—So bad were 
the conditions at first at the deten- 
tion camp at Senne, near Paderborn, 
in Westphalia, that thirty British 
prisoners of war asked to be shot 
ratuer than be starved to death. One 
prisoner from Ipswich died last 
month, and his death was considered 
to } > due to starvation and exposure, 
This is the tory of Pte. Cuthbert, of 
the Fourth Ficld Ambulance of the 
First Guards brigade, who has been 
a prisoner at Senne for ten months, 
and comes from Stowmarket, Suffolk. 

Cuthbert was one of 75 prisoners 
who travelled in a cattle truck to 
Germany. As they passed troop 
trains the German soldiers threw 
bayonets and other missiles at them, 
and at every station at which their 
train stopped the guard showed per- 
sons who came to see the prisoners 
their clasp knives and told them that 
they were us. 1 to gouge out the eyes 
of German wounded. This made the 
{inhabitants furious, and the poor 
prisoners had hard experiences. It 
was impossible to get a drink of 
water anywhere. 

For the first turee months, after 
reaching Senne, the prisoners lived in 
the open, with one blanket between 
two and very little straw. After that 
they received horse tents.

HEAVY ARTILLERY. 


There’s a Vast Difference Between a 
Howitzer and a Big Gun. 

Not every civilian can tell. offhand 
the difference between a gun and a 
howitzer. According to the Army and 
Navy Journal, the howitzer, in propor- 
tion to its weight, throws ua shell very 
much heavier than that which a gun 
throws, but gives it miuch less muzzle 
velocity and has a correspondiugly 
shorter range. 

Take, for example, a modern gun 
that weighs forty tons, gives a muzzie 
velocity of 3,000 feet a second and has 
‘agrange of anything up to fifteen miles. 
A howitzer of the same caliber would 
weigh only 6.3 tons and would give 
a muzzle velocity of only 1,100 feet a 
second. 

The gun can be mounted only on 
board ship or in permanent fortifica- 
tions, but the howltzer can be taken 
into the field. It has a special trans- 
porting wagon, from»which it can be 
readily shifted to its firing carriage. 

The foreign 6.3 inch howitzer is capa- 
ble of being fired up to 6 degrees of 
elevation and at 43 degrees has a rauge 
of 10,900 yards, its maximum. The 
shell weighs 760 pounds and carries 4s 
a burster 114 pounds of high explosive. 
It is said that the shell contains no 
shrapnel, but that assertion is open ta 
doubt. 


IMPOSSIBLE PROBLEMS. 


Squaring the Circle, Perpetual Motion 
and Defying Gravitation. 

The circle has never been exactly 
squared. They have been trying dur- 
ing J,000 years and have not yet found 
the length of the side of a square equal 
in area to any given circle, The reason 
of this is because the area of a circle 
has never been found, and this because 
the ratio of the diameter to the cir- 
cumference is yet unknown. 

The first eleven figures of the ratio, 
8.1415920535, are a mere beginning. 
They have been computed out to 685 
fisures without the decimal coming to 
an end—that is, the figures representing 
the length of the circumference and of 
the diameter are known to be incom- 
mensurable, or impossible to express 
by two whole numbers. 

The enormous Jabor of carrying out 
this dividing of 635 integers could have 
as well been saved, because the higher 
mathematics has proved that the ratio 
cannot be expressed in a finite number 
of terms. Hence the work of attempt- 
ing to square the circle is wasted,

Neither must 
they be placed in a convict prison, a}- 
though they may be detuined in a 
fortress, cuinp ur town. <A rensonubte 
supply of vourishiment must be provid- 
ed them by their captors, und they are 
regurded as being in the power of the 
government of the captor and net un- 


cupture them. 

All personal belongings remain in the 
custody of the prisoper, but arms, 
borses and military papers can be.con- 
tiscated. these constituting beotr. 

Governments cau put their prisoners 
of war to work, but only such work as 
accords with the prisoner's rank :fnd 
capacity; also the work must pot be 
excessive or relate to military mutters, 
ond in all cases must the !abor be paid 
for.

Our Duty to the Blind. 

From Vienna, from Paris and from 
Montreal came reports of renee 
ments that have been made for the 
assistance and instruction of soldjers 
blinded in the war. The French re- 
port states that a larger proportion of 
the combatants have been, and will be 
made blind inthis war than in any 
previous war, on account of the differ- 
ence in weapons andin the character 
of the fighting. Ontario has provided 
amply for the instruction of blind 
children, but has not been a leader in 
provision for ameliorating the condi- 
tion of the adult blind. With the 
added claims of the soldiers whe will 
come home from Europe sightless, 
action in this matter cannot lon 
delayed. Our blind soldiers and fel- 
low citizens must not be left to wear 
out their lives in idleness and sorrow, 
when timely aid and proper instruc- 
tion can enable them to restme their 
places as useful members of the com- 
munity. The Ontario School for the 
blind at Brantford is maintained for 
the education of children whose sight 
isso defective that they cannot be 
taught in the regular public schools. 
This school is not intended for adults, 
and it cannot do what is required for 
the class above referred to, without re- 
rape | if not destroying, its efficiency 
as an instructor of the young. Bona 
fide residents of Ontario, between the 
ages of seven and twenty-one, who 
cannot see to read ordinary type with- 
out injury, are admitted to the scheol 
without charge for board, tuition or 
books. Applications should be made 
to the Principal, F. Gardiner, 
Brantford, in time to have all asranee- 
ments completed before the opening 
of the session in September.

POTATOES ROTTING IN THE 
FIELDS 


During the last few days we have 
received from various districts in the 
Province of Ontario samples of diseas- 
ed young potato vines, with requests 
for information regarding the nature, 
cause and cure of the disease. We 
had just previously noticed the same 
disease amongst the potato crops both 
on the experimental grounds and in 
the general crop of potatoes on the 
College farm. As the disease appears 
to be fairly wide spread this season, 
we have deemed it advisable to issue a 
circular letter respecting it. 


APPEARANCE OF THE DISEASE 


In the growing crop an affected 

lant will have a wilted appearance, 

eing dull dirty green in color, the 
stems flaccid, the leaves will have a 
tendency tocurl. The stems near the 
ground and below will be blackened, 
and in the various stages of decay 
form a soft wet rot. On digging out 
the seed potato, it will be found to be 
soft and pulpy, and when broken open, 
the inside is usually slimy and gives 
off an offensive odor. 
NATURE AND CAUSE OF THE 

{ DISEASE 

This soft rot of potatoes is a bacter- 
ial disense. Itsdevelopment in ground 
where it has not been before is hearly 
always due to diseased seed potatoes 
having been used for planting. As 
long as affected seed potatoes are kept 
dry, the disease will not spread, but 
as soon as thev beeome moist the soft 


ing for these that spraying is helpful 
in preventing the spread of this dis- 
ease, ‘ 

The crop should be carefully inspect- 
ed and every plant that is found to be 
rottin shoula be dug out and either 
burned or buried in quick lime. 

When harvesting the potatoes, any 
tuber that shows any signs of the 
disease should be placed on one side 
and not allowed to be stored with the 
pile. Sbould the disease not be far 
advanced in the tuber, the affected 
may be cut off and the rest used for 
food. If any of these affected tubers 
get into the seed pile to be used the 
following year, they will either rot 
during storage and cause those around 
them to rot also if they are not kept 
dry, and, if they are kept dry, the 
disease will be checked until they are 
planted, when they will rot and des- 
troy the plant that springs from 
them.

ANTIQUITY OF SEAL RINGS. 
They Are Mentioned In the Bible and 
Their Origin le Unknown. 

The origin of seals is lost in the 
shades of antiquity. In Assyrian and 
Babylonian ruins seals are still found, 
and it is certain that their use passed 
from those countries to Greece and 
Rome, to all European countries and 
from England to America. Originally 

they were set in rings. 

The earliest references to them in 
Biblical history is found in Genesis 
xxxviill, where it is recorded that, 
pending certain negotidtions between 
Judah and Tamar, the widow of his 
son, Tamar demanded a pledge and 
Judah gave her his signet and other 
belongings. And when Ahab, king of 
Israel, tried to buy Naboth’s vineyard 
and couldn’t his wife Jezebel “wrote 
letters in Ahab’s name and sealed 
them with his seal.” 

In the book of Esther, chapter viil, 
it is written that King Abasvuerus said 
to Esther and Mordecai, “Write ye 
also for the Jews, as it liketh you, in 
the king’s name and seal it with the 
king’s ring, for the writing which is 
written in the king’s name and sealed 
with his ring may no man reverse.” 

Seals doubtless were used long be 
fore the stirring events described in 
the quoted chapter of Genesis, but no 
one took the trouble to write about 
them. From the time of Jeremiah to 
William the Conqueror the pen was 
practically unknown to king, noble or 
peasant, so the seal was absolutely 
necessary.—Kansas City Star.

Break Up Old Meadows, 


The Hay crop is poor this season All 
other crops are extra heavy. Why is 
this? Mr. G, B. Curran of the De- 
partment of Agriculture states that| 
owing to drought in the seasons of | 
1913 and 1914, the hew seeding did not 
catch well, and a great percent had to | 
be plowed up. The meadows that 
were half a catch were left, and pro- 
duced a light crop this year. Many 
old meadows that have been in hay 
five to 10 years were left, and in spite 
of abundant rains this season produc- 
ed 4 very light crop of inferior hay. 

All these old meadows should be | 
broken up this season, as the new | 
seeding is a wonderful catch. Break- | 


ing should be done at once so as to 


get the old sod rotted. Plow shallow 
turning the soil over flat. A roller 
after plowing will help to crush the 
sods owes so the moisture from be- 
low can be drawn up and rot the sods. 
A thorough working with the disc | 
harrow should then be given. The| 
frill should be disced at intervals of | 
two or three weeks, and before freeze- |

The above advice is given because 
the writer this season has seen many | 
fields broken out of old sod in spring | 
that were below the average crop. In| 
one case Oats were sown on spring 
breaking and were not over 18 inches 
high. This was because sod _ takes 
some time to rot and not until it does 
can the crop grow well. If old mea- 
dows are broken up late in the fall or 
early in the spring, crops which grow 
late in the season will do better on 
them, ascorn, roots and late potatoes. 
The sod is rotted by midsummer, and 
these crops make their greatest growth 
after that time. In the case of grains 
these make their growth early in the 
season and if conditions are not suit- 
able, cannot yeild a good crop of 
Grain. Break up the old meadows, 
sow Fall Wheat on every field that 
can be prepared in time.
